Terrible Arrldenl. 

Mltlilio Moser, a girl eight years of 
ago, daughter of (Jijj.rge Moser, who lives 
in the alley, between Clay and Hancock 
streets, w as the victim of a terrible a.i i- 
dent yesterday. She got up on the front 
part ..I a wagon belonging to Mike Shu- 

ler, a market man, who liven a short dis- 
tance U-vond New Albany, Indiana. 
Whilst the wagon was being unloaded 
from the rear, the horse started and ran 
through the alley to Clay street, whore 
lite wagon struck the > urb-stone, upset- 
ting it upon tho child, mangling her in a 
most horrible manner. The tight leg is 
broken in several places, ls'lvvcen the 
hip and knee. There is a large wound 
in the left side Mow the hip, large 
enough to admit the tips of Ave fingers, 
and reaching, tho physicians think, 
nearly to the wall of the alsioinen. She 
is also badly bruised on the legs, the left 
side of the face, and the left side of the 
li.-ad. There is an ugly and deep w ound 
in the skull, and the scalp is badly lai-er- 
ito.l. Krs. l.ilpin and N'esbitt dress, ,! 
:h« -wounds, sluilor, the owner of the 
wagon, was arrested by Lieut. Forma n 
mid lodged ill the Clay-street station, 
lie was afterward discharged, how ever, 
no possible blame attaching to him. At 
a late hour lust night the girl was in h 
very .-iiii.-al condition, and doubts won 
entertained of her recovery.
